Skm by Comtnlasary Qeneral Eagan, 
who, appearing unexpectciily to meet 
the allegations against the Ixef issues 
iB Of w$x, vifovously irralgned Major 
OmmM'MliMn oommMMIlnrth* trmy 
QMItral Eagan has prepared a type- 
written statement covering his side of 
tbe CMe and was allowed to read it. 

Qeaenl Bagan began by calling at 
teatloo to Ocneral Miles' appointment 
of Major John D. Bl.Kk. a rivilian, as 
bis chief of staff, and euiid that this 
was largely responsible for the trouble 
that followed. He said that Major 
Black had been furnished 96,000 before 
starting to Porto Rico, MM that he had 
apparently not l<nown vnOugh to pro- 
Tide himself with a check booli, and 
had not left hl» slgnatufe with tbe 
Mcretary of the treasury, nor made 
any other preparation for availing him 
self of tbe funds at his comma^id;

sion, and yet General Miles had com- 
plained that there were no paymasters 
in the island, so that the soldiers had 
no money with which to buy food tor 
themaelTee.

Pittsburg, Jan, 12.— When the fourth 
day's session of ibe United Mine Woric- 
ers' couvention was called to order the 
chslrman of the Investigating commit- 
tee reported that the committee had 
worked on the books all night, and 
would not be ready to report to the 
convention for several hours. A re- 
cess was then taksn. 

Prior to ths rssumption of the ses- 
sion a sensation was sprung by the dis- 
covery that during the absence of the 
tnvestlgating committee at breakfast 
unknown persons hal sotersd tho com- 
mittee room, in the St. Charles hotel, 
and mutilated the records.' 

Eighteen papfs were torn from the 
ledger and carried away, while many 
other pages were blotted aad blared. 
The thief or thieves left no clue, and 
the sanouncement of tbe outrage caus- 
ed Indignation. 

The miners' officials believe tbe ob- 
ject of the person who mutilated the 
bo<As wss to destroy the records from 
Illinois. This state had been gone 
over by the InvestlKatlng committee, 
and no objections were found to seat- 
ing any of the delegates report*! by 
the committee on credentials. 

Another object the thief may have 
had, it is claimed, was to make it nec- 
essary to send to Indianapolis for the 
cash books, it having bssa dseldsd by 
the convention Wsdassday not to ssnd 
for then.

Pittsburg, Jan. 12.— A rapture in 
next week's Interstate convention of 
mine workers and operators over the 
adoption of the interstate Sgrssmsnt 
Is regarded as probable. 

It developed that many (^sratora are 
opposed to the preseat agreement, and 
they intend tO oppose a "run of mine'; 
clause, will insist upon a 10-hour day 
in.stcad of eight hours, "as at present, 
and will demand a reduction of wages. 

The miners have not yet considered 
the new agreement, but it Is the gen- 
eral sentiment aniong them that any 
attempt to increase the hours of labor, 
to cut wages or to strike out Important 
clauses, will be vigorously fought In 
ths convention.

Harrisburg, Jan. 12. — A confrreni'c 
of the Republican senators and mem- 
bers who refused to take psrt in a sen- 
atorial caucus until Senator Quay is 
acquitted of the conspiracy charges 
pending against him in the Philadel- 
phia Courtis met to select a candidate 
for United Statee senator. 

Senator Plynn of Allegheny presided 
snd made a short speech congratulat- 
ing his collengups on the growth of the 
movement against Senator Quay's re- 
election. 

A new 'pledge binding the signers 
not to vote for Mr. Quay until he Is ac- 
quitted wan ndoptf'd and signed by tlu' 
i3 senators and members present. 

A committee of 20 was sppotnted as 
a steering committee, Congressman 
John Dalzell of Pittsburg being chair- 
man. The nnnie of .h.hn \V;;:ianiakor 
of Philadelphia was suggested, but at 
his request. It was withdrawn. 

The organization will meet again on 
Monday evening to agree upon a line 
of action f):i Tur.sday. when tlie senate 
and bouse will vote separately for sen- 
ator.

tlves of tbe American and Canadian 
lumber interest.s met in confcri'iuo 
here. Lumber, it is said, has been the 
rock on which the United States and 
Canadian Joint commissioners have 
split In every effort at agreement on a 
reciprocity treaty. The Canadians have 
been willing to make any reasonable 
concession for free whits pine, and 
have hesitated to agree to any con- 
cessions without Important reciprocal 
advantage:.? on linnbcr. I'Yoe admis- 
sion to Canada of American forest 
products and free export of sawlogs 
and pulp wood are the concessions the 
Canadians offer. Pulp wood is now 
exported free from Canada, but an ex- 
port duty has been threatened in retal- 
iation for tha |2 duty on white pine.

Berlin, Jan. 12.— The officers of the 
Kaiser Frans grenadiers, upon the oc- 
casion of the Jubilee of the appoint- 
ment of Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria as lionorary colonel of that 
regiment, gave a banquet, at which 
Emperor William, the minister of for 
eign affairs. Baron Von Bnlow; tbe 
chief of the emperor's military cabi- 
net. General Von Hahneke; tha Aus- 
tria-Hungarian ambassador. Count Von 
Szoegeney-Marlch, and tha Austrlsa 
general. Prince Wlndiscbgratz, an I 
FHeld Marshal Stelnenger, were pres- 
ent.

Chandler miggested that while the 
honors eoafSnrs d ' wsra tkUt rssaH of a 
laudable desire to reward gallantry, 
the senate would proceed cautiously, 
so as to make sure of not doing injus- 
tice to other meritorious officers.

FACTS ABOUT POBTO BICO.

Washington, Jan. 12.— Assistant Sec- 
retary Mciklejohn made public through 
the division of customs and Insular af- 
fairs Fathsr Thomas B. Shsrmaa's 
very interesting and instructive re- 
port to General Brooke of his recent 
trip through the l.sland of Porto Rico. 

Father Sherman left San Juan Oct. 
19 and visited Areclbo, Utado and 
Lares, and from thence south proceed- 
ed to AdJuntas alone and unarmed, 
and without witufsslng any disorder. 

As far as his observations went 
Father Sherman says thst he fbund 
the people of Porto Rico gentle, doolls 
and kindly; that the Spaniards living 
there rejoice With their Porto Rican 
friends In the change of sovereignty. 

At the same time Father Sherman 
says ws can not too strongly emphasise 
the needs of an Island at once tropical 
and moimfaintnis, wliere the bandit 
finds myriad nooks for hiding and 
easy sustenance even on the mountain 
top; where passions ars easily heated 
and an overcrowded population Isavss 
large numbers out of employment. An 
island whose needs can only b© met 
by the strong hand of the military arm, 
aided and abetted by a system of civil 
police and rural guard, composed 
where pos.sible of some of the better 
cla.ss of I'orto Hicans, and in holding 
all civil authorities, lir'sinning with 
the commissaries of the Barrios, psfP* 
sonally responsible tor thS good OfHilr 
of asfr dlstrtets. • • m " 

Itallriona Oondltlona. 
Father Sherman saya that the stats 
of religion on the Island is very un- 
satlsfaetory. Though In every town of 

any size tli( i c is fouiid a large and 
handsome edifice, the services are very 
poorly attended. 

All the inhabitants of the island with 
few exceptions are nominally at least 
Roman Catholics. Very few of the 
men are more than Catholic in name. 
They are t)aptized, married and burled 
by the priest; that Is the eztsnt ot 
their Catholicism. 

Now that the priests are deprlvsd Of 
government aid, many are leaving the 
country, and more Intend to depart 
before the winter is over. A moderate 
percentage of the clergy are of native 
origin, and thcpp will be more inclined 
to stay, as tluy are more in sympathy 
with the new order of things, and have 
a chance of procuring more desirable 
parishes, owing to the vacancies left 
by the departure of the Spanish clergy. 

The church in Porto Rico has been 
united with the state, and so identified 
with it in the eyes of the people, that 
It must share the odium with which 
the Spanish rule is commonly regarded. 

Complaint Is mude that the priests 
were too much interested in political 
matters; that they preached Spain in- 
stead of the gospel, and that many dls« 
played the mercenary spirit 

Father Sherman sr-.ys the system of 
burial In I'oi to Rico ha.s been barbar- 
ous. In places corpses are thrown Into 
shallow graves, sometimes without 
box or casket. The cemeteries are too 
Small sad" frequently crowded. The 
state of moraJity can be inferred from 
the fact that the number of illegitioiate 
children exceeds that ot the Htftlmsita. 
Concubinage is said to be common, and 
Is not sul^lently discountenanced 
either legally or socially. 

The eradication of this great evil 
presents one of the most difficult prob- 
iWBS ii^ Pqrto Rico, owing to the mix- 
ture ot races there. It is often asserted 
that the Catholic- clergy are partly to 
blame for this deplorable state of af- 
fairs, because marriage Is said to be 
expensive. This, says Father Sher- 
man, (s calumny. In conclusion he 
says: 

They are highly civilized, have thou- 
sands of educated men, able lawyers, 
excellent doctors, merchants and man- 
ufacturers, whose establishments ag- 
gregats mUlloos of annual outpttti'' 

The Fraaeh Llaer Wained. 

London, Jan. IZ.—The admiralty 
court found that Iai Bourgogne of the 
Conipagne Genoralo Trausatlantlqua 
was alone to blame for the oelllsion 
with ths British ship Cromartyshire on 
July 4' last, near Sable Island, off the 
coast of Nova Scotia, resultii.g in thf 
sinking of tbe sti amer an() t^e loss of 
over 509 lives.

And it la begging the ques- 
tion to say that Americana can hold and 
govern colonies as well as Great Britian. 
Of oourae they can. But the question ie, 
''Whether we can in one hemisphere de- 
velop the theory that governments de- 
rive their just power from the consent of 
the governed, and at the same time in- 
.ingurate, support and defend in the other 
liemisphere a government which derives 
its authority entirel y from superior force." 

This leads directly to the conclusion 
emphasized by the Post-Dispatch from 
the beginning of the discassion— that the 
imperial question is essentially a domes- 
ti(' •iiiestion; that colonial politics will 
react upon home affairs and l)reed infinite 
mischief through the corruption of the 
true principles of American lil)erty.

First— All pleadings, petitions, proof of 
claims and orders filed in bankruptcy 
proeeediBga ahall be In wrltin;, type- 
written or printed, without interlinea- 
tions or erasures materially defacing 
same, on paper, legal «ap afaM, and on 
one side only. 

Second— Original petitions of voluntary 
bankruptcy must, in tlu^ absence of a 
special order, be filed in the Clerk's office 
of the ooort which la held nearest by di 
rect line to the county seat of the county 
in which the bankrupt resides. Invol 
untary petitions must be filed In the 
Clerk's office at Louisville. Excepting 
that all petitions, voluntary or involun 
tary, by or against persons residing in 
the counties in the Owensboro division, 
must be filed at Owensboro, unless one 
of the defendants resides out of aald divi< 
sion and in this diatrict. 

Thbid— All references to referees in 
t>ankrnpt cases shall in the absence of a 
special order be made to the referee of 
the distrlet in wUeh tiia bankmpt rt- 
sided at the time ot filing tha petition In 
bankruptcy. 

Fourth— Moneya depoalted as required 
by the bankrupt act may be drawn pur 
Buant to Rule 20 of the Supreme Court 
from the depoeitory by check or warrant 
signed by the trustee of the bankrupt's 
estate and countersigned by the proper 
referee. 

Fifth— Trustees shall witbhi five days 
aftor making sales of personal estato and 

within ten days after making sales of 
real estato file report thereof with the 
proper referee. Such reports of sale shall 

when necessary be approved by said ref 
ereo, after allowing five days' time for ex- 
ceptions In personal estato salea and ten 

days for exceptions in real estate sales 
Sales of real estate, in the absence of 
special order, shall be subject to approval 
and orders of sale of personal property and 
shall indicate whether or not approval is 
necessary. 

Sixth— All petitions for review, allowed 
by Rnle 27, of the Supreme Court, shall 
be lileil hi'forc the rcfi rcc witliin (iftcen 
days from tiie date of the entry of the or- 
der complained of; but this court may 
for oaoae grant further time. 

Seventh— The second and fourth Sat- 
urdays of every month, excepting the 
months of Januarv, May, June, .August 
and December, are hereby designated as 
the days on which this court will hear 
and dispose of matters in bankruptcy at 
the Federal Court Hall at Louisville, Ky
